SENATOR JOHNSTON OF 
ALABAMA IS DEAD 


Washington, Aug. 8.—The death of 
United States Senator Joseph F. John­ 
ston of Alabama, 
which 
occurred 
here unexpectedly today, reduces the 
Democratic membership of the sen­ 
ate from fifty-one to fifty, 
and 
re­ 
duces the narrow margin of two ma­ 
jority which the democrats have on 
the sugar schedule of the tariff bul 
to a margin of one, provided that all 
Republicans and 
Progressives vote 
against the Democratic schedule. 
In view of the narrowness of the 
Democratic control of the senate, the 
death of Senator Johnston creates an 
immediate interest tn what the gov­ 
ernor of Alabama will do in the mat­ 
ter of a successor. In view of the 
great change wrought by the consti­ 
tutional amendment prescribing di­ 
rect election of senators. Under the 
new constitutional provision it is re­ 
quired that upon the occurrence of a 
vacancy in the senate the governor 
of the state concerned shall order a 
special election within thirty days to 
fill the unexpired term, unless that 
legislature shall have provided for a 
temporary appointment by the gover­ 
nor to fill Hie vacancy. 
As tile Alabama Legislature does 
not meet until 1915, a new Senator 
could not come from that state until 
after thirty days, should a special 
election be called within that period. 
In view of the great need of the dem­ 
ocrats in the Senate for a Democrat 
to take .Senator Johnston’s 
place, 
pressure is being brought to bear, and 
the belief la entertained here that the 
governor of Alabama will convene the 
Legislature in special session immedi­ 
ately so that a law can be passed giv­ 
ing the governor power to make a tem 
porary appointment The Impression 
also prevails here that In event the 
governor Is empowered to fill the va­ 
cancy temporarily he will name John 
B. b o x of Anniston, a distinguished 
lawyer and chairman of the last con­ 
stitutional convention of the state.
